In both houſes, ſuch as cannot 
recommend themſelves to a Fellowſhip before the third 
year of Bachelor of Arts is expired, are for ever exclu- 


ded. . And the reaſon why Founders have confined the 
Election of Fellows in their Colleges, to this ſtage of 
life and ſtanding in the Univerſities, i. e. to ſuch of the 
firſt ſeven years as are commorant (found in the Uni- 
verſity) continuing to improve themſelves in the acade- 


mic exerciſes and diſciplines, have been taken to be 


theſe, or ſome of .theſe. 1. That Students under this 
deſcription, ſuch as within this term have given proofs 


of their fitneſs for the converſation and ſociety of a 


learned body, are more likely to continue their applica- 
tion to their ſtudys, and make the progreſſions in learn- 
ing the Founders intended, than ſuch as have for ſome 
2 broke off from their academic exexciſes, or than 
uch as ſtill continuing in the Univerſity, have not by their 


diligence or aptneſs ſeaſonably ( i. e. within their 
firſt ſeptennium) recommended themſelves to the choice 
of a learned ſociety. 2. That Students being nineteen 


or twenty one years of age (the common age of Bache- 
lors) are fitter than older men to take the laſt and loweſt 
place, and adminiſter the meaner offices in a ſociety ; 


and in this method an unity will be preſerved between 
the order of a College and the order of nature. Whereas 
were men of advanced age taken in at the bottom of the 
Fellows” table, and in place and office to follow younger 


men, much younger as it might happen, it would be 
attended with many things very inconvenient to forty 
which Founders freſecno have wiſely . 8 8 by 
theſe precautions and limitations. But thirdly 

chiefly, as is commonly ſaid, That Students coming into 


Fellowſhips at this age may probably paſs through the 
ſtages and diſciplines of their College to arochial Cures,
